Legislative Farce Re-enacted. 


In joint session at noon today the Demo- 
cratic members of the Legislature repeated 
the farce they went through yesterday of 
throwing away their votes for United States 
Senator by giving them to local politicians all 
over the State. 

At 11:57 the Senate was announced, and was 
received by the Assembly standing, President 
pro tem. Kennedy of the Senate presiding.

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HOW THE BREAK CAME TO BE MADE 


One of Knight’s Men Tells of the Last and 
Decisive Consultation, 

Mapison, Wis., Jan. 26.— Special. |—Sen- 
ator Pratt of Oshkosh, Chairman of the joint 
caucus, is the happiest man in Madison to- 
night. Gratified revenge is the secret of his 
joy. It was he who went into Col, Knight’s 
headquarters last night. When he came out 
at 2 o’clock in the morning Gen. Bragg’s fate 
was sealed. He carried in his pocket several 
letters and telegrams, and it was those docu- 
ments which finally determined the course of 
the Knight men and won over to the support 
of Mitchell several who had heretofore held 
to Bragg as their second choice. 

The Knight men laugh at the charges that 
they were driven into Mitchell’s column like 
sheep by the master hand of Vilas. The story 
of their change and why they made it is told 
by one of them as follows: It has been our 
custom to hold a caucus immediately 
after the adjournment. Last night when 
we went down into the base- 
ment of the State- House after the 
caucus. had adjourned two of our men, 
Senators Voss and Brown, came out in a 
manly way and told us that they considered 
Knight’s case absolutely hopeless, and that in 
response to the demands of their constituents 
they should vote on the next ballot for Gen. 
Bragg. With them were eight others who 
have all along held Bragg as second choice in 
the fight. The latter, however, didn’t an- 
nounce that they would leave us. 
We felt absolutely sure, how- 
ever, the defection of these two 
Senators would break the Mitchell column 
and insure the election of Bragg at the caucus. 
Col. Knight released us all from our pledges. 
We went to the hotel undecided as to our 
course. I do not deny that Senator Vilas' op- 
position to Bragg was known to us, but there 
were eight at least of the men whom that fact 
would not have influenced in the least. We 
were sitting in Col. Knight’s room about 11 :30 
o’clock when Senator Pratt came in. 
We had all read before the charges against 
Senator Vilas and Col. Knight printed in 
a Milwaukee Republican paper, and we had 
heard their authorship variously ascribed to 
Bragg, Mitchell, and outside sources, but 
whatever our own personal opinions might 
have been we had never seen positive evidence 
which would fasten the guilt on any one. 
Senator Pratt produced letters and telegrams 
which convinced us that Gen. Bragg had per- 
sonal knowledge of the charges and had ad- 
vised Vaill of the Oshkosh Times that they be 
published in a Republican paper. The evi- 
dence was too conclusive .to be doubted, 
and we swore a solemn oath then 
and there that Bragg should be de-

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THEY WANT A TUNNEL 
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NORTHWESTERN WARDS DI 
BETTER WATER SUPPLY. * 


Mass-Meeting of Citizens Adopts Resolu- 
tions Asking for a Pumping Station and 
Appoints a Committee to Urge Its 
Claims on the Council—Pumps in Gen- 
eral Use Above the Second Floors 
Service Inadequate for Many Years— 
Four and Six Inch Mains in Use. 

A mass-meeting of the citizens of the north- 
western portion of the city was held last even- 
ing at Flynn's Hall, North avenue and Robey

stree organize for a better water supply. 
Henry L. Hertz was chosen Chairman and 
Capt. John Anderson Secretary. 

A. Madsen explained the objects of the 
meeting. People had so long been complain- 
ing of the scarcity of water that it was deemed 
best to meet and devise some plan which 
would bring relief. 

Henry L. Hertz said: “For over twelve 
years we have been poorly supplied with 
water, and it is time we laid aside politics and 
demanded our rights, helping our Aldermen 
to secure them if they want our help, or else 
requiring them to secure them even if they 
are personally indifferent. 

Ald. James Keats of the Fourteenth Ward 
read a resolution which was introduced 
into the Council Oct. 12, 1991. call- 
ing for the erection of a pumping 
station with a capacity of 24,000,000 
gallons daily in the vicinity of California and 
North avenues. This was referred by the 
Council to the Committee on Finance, and it 
never reported upon it. Ald. Keats read a 
letter from Ald. Madden of the Finance com- 
mittee, explaining that the ordinance had not 
been considered by the committee because it 
was thought the completion of the four- mile 
tunnel would hging relief. A pumping 
station before that time would have 
been of no service, as there was no supply for 
it. Ald, Madden assured Ald. Keats that the 
Finance committee had practically deter- 
mined to take up the question when it consid- 
ered the next appropriation bill, which would 
be in March. At that time he would be glad 
to consult with a committee from the section 
interested. 

Capt. John Anderson said: “Inow live in 
the Fifteenth Ward and can get no water in 
the second story of my building, We must 
oppose any Alderman at the next election who 
will not pledge his efforts to work for secur- 
ing water for this district.” 

Need a Tunnel. 

Ald. Keats expressed the belief that an ap- 
propriation of $30,000 or «$40,000 could be se- 
cured for the desired purpose. 
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* Let the citizens here express themselves 


strongly, and thus give us help in pressing our 
claims. In the Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Twenty- 
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ink 
the north shore tunnel should be run out to 
the four-mile erib and extended inland to our 
proposed pumping station. That will take 
three years at least, but it will be a perma- 
nent work.“ 

Chairman Hertz urged continuous action by 
the eight Aldermen in the interested wards all 
through the year. All the wards in the north-

western part of the city must unite, he said, 
regardless of politics or any side issues. 

He S. Paulsen gave his opinion urging the 
necessity of action and the enlistment of the 
Committee on Public Works as well as the 
Mayor in the cause. 

Resolutions were presented by Secretary 
Anderson and adopted. They were as follows: 

* Resolutions Adopted. 

Wuaeereas, The northwest portion of the City of 
Chicago has for many years been so inadequately 
supplied with water that it has been a source of 
constant annoyance and inconvenience; and 

WueEreas, Our residents have during all these 
years paid their taxes in full for water which has 
been received only in part, and our repeated ex- 
postulations and petitions have failed to bring 
relief; therefore, 

Resolved, That, in mass-meeting assembled. we 
do most emphatically protest against this con- 
tinued neglect, and hereby demand as the only 
remedy the erection of a pumping station in this 
locality, that sufficient water and pressure may 
be furnished. 

Resolved, That a committee of fifteen citizens 
and tat payers be appointed to wait upon the 
Common Council or the Finance committee of 
the Council and urge them to endeavor to secure 
an appropriation for said pumping station, and 
provide by tunnel or otherwise a sufficient 
quantity of water to supply said station. 

Henry L. Hertz was unanimously appointed 
as one of the committee of fifteen. The se. 
lection of the other fourteen was left to the 
Chairman. He was authorized to increase tne 
number if necessary. 

The meeting adjourned subject to the call of 
the Chairman. 

The northwestern part of the city has been 
suffering for want of water for several years, 
Ever since the Milwaukee avenue cable line 
has been in operation the situation has gradu- 
ally grown worse until now patience has 
ceased to be a virtue and the people have 
taken the matter into their own hands. Ine 
increase in transportation facilities has built 
up that part of town rapidly, and where cot- 
tages were scattered around five years ago 
there are now fine apartment houses closely 
built and exteudiny for blocks in every direc- 
tion from North and Milwaukee avenues. 
The intersection of these avenues may be 
termed tne business center of that part of the 
city. 

While these buildings have been going up 
on all sides and the population increasing, the 
water facilities have not been increased, and 
the supply is entirely inadequate for present 
needs. Many of the pipes in use are those 
laid by real estate dealers years ago. They 
are from four to six inches in diameter and 
were only intended for temporary use.

A. Madsen, No. 1242 Milwaukee avenue, 
said: ‘For several years the residents around 
the two parks and along Milwaukee and North 
avenues and Robey street have been com- 
plaining. The whole northwest part of the 
city has a poor supply. At all times of ‘the 
year little or no water is obtainable above the 
second floor. On the third and fourth floors 
pumps have been the only ftemedy. In many 
cases wells have been sunk,” 

Otto Haller, No. 475 North avenue, said: 
“The situation here is bad, In fact, if it 
keeps on I don’t know what will be tne end. 
Everybody is complaining. These complaints 
have been going on so long that they aro 
something of a chestnut. Many people take 
it as a matter of course nowand laugh at new- 
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Washing Under Difficulties. 77 

Mrs. Brmgman, No. 865 Leavitt street. said: 
MWolive on thesecond flat. There is little water 
to be had anywhere around there.. On our 
street there is a six-inch main. On the third 
flats the people use pumps. When washday 
comes we have a great time getting water. 
The only way for us is to let the water run all 
the time and save it. This is the case all the 
time, summer and winter, and the situation is 
getting worse. 

C. M. Beall, No. 1244 Milwaukee avenue, 
said: The water service is wretched. All 
my customers make the same complaints—no 
water; not enough force. Many is the time I 
have had to carry water for a discouraged 
cook who had been pumping for hours, but 
could not get water. We have to use a pump 
all the time, but that often fails. When the 
pump brings water we fill the bath-tub and 
buckets and use it for cooking. Baths are a 
luxury oub here. We carry all water to flush | 
closets. As I live on the second flat you can 
guess what third and fourth flat 
people have to contend with. Go 
a mile in any direction and you will hear the 
same story. I think the city should pay some 
attention to us now. The North Side, the 
South Side, and the West Side are all taken 
care of, while we are allowed to get along as 
best we may on old facilities. There should 
be a station and tunnel on the high ground 
around Wicker Park. 

Dr. Segrand, Dr. Williams, and Mr. New- 
bery, all living in the same block, tell similar 
stories. The same conditions prevail in the 
Hearn Building, at James Burke’s, and at 
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PROTESTING AT THE WATER OFFICE. 
Mr. Whalen’s at North and Milwaukee ave- 
nues. 

Sergt. Benden of the North Avenue Station 
lives at Potomac and Robey streets. He said: 
There 1s no water above first floors along 
Robey street, from West Chicago avenue to 
Diversey street. Noonecan get water with- 
out a pump and everyone has been complain- 
ing for years. When the water stopped en- 
tirely several times this winter I sent for 
plumbers to fix thé pipes. I thought they 
were frozen. I was wrong, because there was 
no water to freeze. I do not remember the 
fire supply running short, but it is not strong. 
Jam glad the people Lave at last decided to 
start after their rights. 

Many other persons living or doing business 
in the Northwest Division were seen. All told 
stories sustaining the complaints quoted and 
all agreed that the only remedy was a tunnel 
and a pumping station for the district,

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RUMORS OF A SLIGHT. 


INSURANCE MEN TALKING OF THE 
UNION LEAGUE ELEOTION. 
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Hints That I. 8. Blackwelder and Gen. C. 
W. Drew Were Turned Down” by an 
Athletic Association Clique Because 
They Were Connected with the Settle- 
ment of the Loss on That Ciub’s Build- 
ing-Story Denied and the Claim That 
Risk Takers Will Withdraw Untrue. 


At the recent election of the Union League 
club I. S. Blackwelder, candidate for director, 
and Gen. C. W. Drew, candidate for Chairman 
of the Committee on Political Action, were 
‘ defeated. Both are insurance men, and since 
the election rumors accounting for their 
defeat have been m circulation 
in insurance circles, Yesterday the 
rumors crystallized in a report that passed 
rapidly along La Salle street, that the two 
men were “turned down” because they rep- 
resented the insurance interest, as a result of 
fine work by a faction in the Union League 
club, which is made up of members of the 
Chicago Athletic Association. The opposi- 
tion, according to thé report, sprang 
out of their recollection. of the way 
in which the losses on the Athletic Associa- 
tion Building were settlea. Coupled with 
this report.was another, that in consequence 
of the defeat of the two insurance men other 
men in the same business who belong to the 
Union League club might resign from that 
organization. I. S. Blackwelder is general 
agent of the Caledonian Insurance company 
and Gen. C. W. Drew is a well-known agent. 


Settling the Athletic Club Loss. 


Immediately after the fire which destroyed 
the interior of the Athletic Association Build- 
ing a committee was chosen by interested in- 
surance companies, the function of which was 
to agree upon a method of procedure in set- 
tlng the loss. I. S. Blackwelder and 
Gen, C. W. Drew were members of 
the committee. The loss was regarded 
by the companies as presenting many 
features which tended to complicate 
its adjustment, but the final settlement, in- 
surance men say, was made as rapidly as cir- 
cumstances would permit. It is stated that 
some of the members were not satisfied, al- 
though they accepted it. The insurance 
upon the buiiding, it is stated, was placed at 
an exceedingly low rate, and as it was a fire- 
proof building numerous companies, it is 
said, wrote larger risks than is usually their 
custom. Immediately after the fire a board 
of appraisers was appointed. Its members 
fixed the loss at $201,000, 

The companies involved,” said an insur- 
ance man yesterday, looked the building 
over and concluded that they would restore it, 
and so notified the association. This did not 
sult the latter and negotiations were opened 
foracash settlement. After some figuring 
$180,000 was agreed upon as the proper 
amount. Association members went over 
plans and specifications and found that it 
would cost $196,500 to rebuild—that is, $16,500 
more than the award which they had accept- 
ed. They made an effort to secure this addi- 
tional sum from the insurance companies, 
addressing letters to the latter conveying the 
request that it should be paid. The request 
was not granted, but the $180,000 was paid 
and the association signed receipts for it. 
It was said that it was a hard settlement, 
and a bad feelmg was developed because the 
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association wanted to get into its house. 
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* ine A. Jar 1 
friends acknowledged that the rumors that 
there was something peculiar in their defeat 
had reached them and had been discussed. 
One of the most prominent underwriters on 
La Salle street said: I have heard the gossip 
and men have intimated to me their belief that 
Drew and Blackwelder were ‘turned down’ 
by mewbers of the Athletic Association who 
belong to the Union League. It lookea a 
little queer that two defeated candidates on 
the regular ticket should be insurance 
men. I have also heard it said 
today that insurance men might withdraw 
from the Union League. I can’t 
say anything about that either, but I doubt it. 
The Union League is a favorite club for insur- 
ance men. They lunch and hold meetings 
there and have always been considered as 
prominent in the club’s affairs.” 

Wiley J. Littlejohn, Assistant Manager of 
the Connecticut Fire Insurance company, 
smiled thoughtfully and admitted that it was 
a rather strange coincidence that the only two 
insurance men on the ticket should be de- 
feated. 

„But. after all, said Mr. Littlejohn mag- 
nanimouslz, I do not think there was any- 
thing to it. At least I do not feel that any 
general slight was intended to men in our 


business. 
Think the Rumors Unfounded. 


A. F. Dean, Assistant Manager of the 
Springfield Fire and Marine Insurance com- 
pany, was another man who thought the de- 
feat of the only two candidates from among 
the insurance men a striking coincidence. “I 
have heard a good deal on the subject during 
the last few days, said Mr. Dean, but I 
do not take much stock in it. The affair is 
entirely too trivial to be noticed. As to any- 
body resigning from the Union League club 
on that account I hardly think it is likely. 
That the settlement of the Athletic club in- 
surance had anything to do with the matter I 
do not believe. That was a dusiness affair 
settled by business-men in a business way and 
entirely outside of club life.” 

Daniel C. Burrows, who was chairman of 
the committee that adjusted the loss, said 
that he believed that rumors connecting mem- 
bers of the Athletic Association with Black- 
welder’s and Drew’s defeat were unjustified. 
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HER CASH ACCOUNT $10 SHORT. 
Cashier of the Palmer House Barber Shop 
Swindled by a Flim-Flam Trick. 


When a man asks for change at the cashier’s 
desk in the Palmer House barber shop he is 
subjected to close scrutiny and the change is 
delivered only after careful calculation. This 
is the result of the operations of a smooth 
young man Wednesday night. 

Climbing out of a barber chair, he ap- 
proached Miss Annie, the cashier. Laying 
down his 15-cent check, he asked if the cashier 
could change a $10 bill.

A drawer full of change suggested a 
new idea—and could she further accommodate 
him with change for a twenty? 

Miss Annie produced the change and the 
young man left. Then Miss Annie began to 
calculate. Somehow or other the thing was 
not just right, and after a mathematical in- 
vestigation the cashier discovered that she 
was out just $10.

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DISAPPEARANCE OF A DIAMOND DEALER. 


He Had $5,000 Worth of Gems, and It Is 
Feared He Has Been Murdered. 

Henry Frost, a diamond dealer, has disap- 
peared, and as he always carried nearly $5,000 
worth of diamonds upon his person, it is 
feared that he has been foully dealt with. 

Frost was last seen Wednesday morning by 
the officials of the Atlas National Bank, where 
he kept a large account. He entered the bank, 
and after greeting the cashier pleasantly re- 
marked that he would draw some money, as 
he expected to go to New York in a few days. 
Frost then left the bank, and has not since 
been seen, Telegrams have been sent in all 
directions, and the city detectives have wcrked 
hard on the case, but no trace of the missing 
man has been found. 

Frost did a large business, but transacted 
it so quietly that few knew his real occupa- 
tion. He was always suspicious of strangers 
and though living in constant fear of robbery 
never carried arms. The better to hide his 
real business Frost lived with his brother at 
No, 248 Maxwell street, and to him alone ap- 
pears to have revealed somethmg of the mag- 
nitude of his business. Twice a year he made 
atrip to Amsterdam, returning with a valua- 
ble assortment of diamonds. For these he 
generally received orders before he left, but 
he carried a large supply of gems at all times. 
Lately, his brother says, Frost has repeatedly 
stated that he was followed on the streets and 
said that he was sure that a conspiracy was on 
foot to Murder and rob him. His brother ad- 
vised him not to carry such a large amount of 
money and jewelry around with him and to 
obtain permission to go armed, but his advice 
was not followed.

The indictment charges that the members 
of the exchange have conspired to prevent 
free competition in the sale of coal and to ad- 
vance the price. It is based upon the consti- 
tution and by-laws of the exchange, which 
were adopted Feb. 4, 1892. The following 
order promulgated by Secretary J. Harry 
Stedman of the exchange about three months 
ago also appears in the indictment: 

The sale of coal through grocers or any other 
outside parties is deemed prejudical to the inter- 
ests of this exchange and must be stopped at 
once. Whether any commission is paid or not or 
whether there be any form of reciprocity or the 
transaction is purely from friendship, the princi- 
ple is the same,and all signs in such outside places 
indicating or suggesting orders must come 
down. The coal dealers of Rochester should do 
the coal business of the city, and the sooner the 
trade wholly reverts to its normal channels the 
better for the true interest of every member of 
the exchange. 

The constitution of the exchange provides 
that the price of coal may be decreased or ad- 
vanced by a two-thirds vote of the members.

JUDGE MARTIN DEOLARES ABEL 
_ OPPOSED TO THEIR VIEWS, 


Subtreasury Plan and Government Owner- 
ship of Railways Not in Accord with 
the Kansan’s Ideas—He Is for Free Sil. 
ver and Greenbacks—The National Banik 
Notes, He Believes, Should Be Retiread— 
With David B. Hill He Announces, “I 
Am a Democrat.” 

Torexa, Kas., Jan. 26.—[ Special. }—The Re- 
publicans found every move which they could 
make to get a quorum of a joint assembly of 
the Legislature together today blocked by the 
opposition, and when 12 o’clock, the hour 
fixed for the joint session, arrived they had 
given up taking a ballot. Representative 
Hoch of Marion County, when the Assembly 
was called, introduced resolutions, which 
were unanimously adopted, outlining the pro- 
test of Republicans against Martin's alleged 
illegal election. 

A reception was tendered to Judge John 
Martin, the Senator-elect, tonight. It was 
participated in by men of all parties. Judge 
Martin wil! leave for Washington Sunday aft- 
ernoon and he expects to take his seat in the 
Senate immediately after his arrival there. 
In an interview today Jndge Martin said: “I 
am a Democrat, but as I understand it there 
are no essential differences between the prin- 
ciples of the Democratic and People’s parties. 
I was elected by the Populists with the dis- 
tinct understanding that I am a Democrat. I 
am unconditionally in favor of tariff reform, 
not only in the ordinary sense but in tariff 
reductions of the most radical character. 
I em in favor of placing on the 
free list all raw material used by the people in 
building and in aally consumption of foods. 
I am in favor of the least possible tariff rates 
that can be laid on the large class of products 
that are used in the ordinary comforts of 
home and placing higher rates of duty upon 
articles of luxury used by the few. I am in 
favor of the unconditional. and unlimited 
coinage of silver as money, and witheut lim- 
itations as to its debt-paying power. I am 


any other financial system that competes jor 
induces a partnership relation between the 
overnment and private individuals, I be. 
ieve that all national bank currency should 
be retired and the déficiencies supplied by 
adding issues of treasury o%tes substantially 
like our present greenback currency. 

„ou ask if I am in favor of the subtreas- 
ury scheme. I answer that I am not, because 
I think there is a better plan, and that plan is 
the one already suggested of gold, silver, and 
Treasury notes, or greenback currency based 
on the whole pr apa of the country. Judge 
Martin further slared himself opposed to 
government ownership of railways, and stated 
that he believed a better plan to be a radical 
control of them. “Il am in favor of the 
United States,” he said. foreclosing its 
mortgages on the Union Pacific railroad and 
taking possession of it. If the practical re- 
sults shall prove disastrous, the system can 
be abandoned and some other established 
from time totime as the interests of the 
country demand.” Judge Martin declared 
himself in favor of electing both President 
and Vice-President by direct vote of the peo- 
ple and limiting the office to one term. He 

urther declared himself in favor of electing 
United States Senators by direct vote. 


REGULATING TELEPHONE CHARGES. 


Schedule for Monthly Rates Embodied in 
a Bill Introduced in Minnesota,

As a result the farmers 
have more scrip than they can use and sell it 
for money at a disvount of from 15 to 20 per 


cent, 

Mr. Kratzer asks that the Treasury De 
ment look up the law on the subject — ak see 
if there is not some statite relating to the is- 
suance of this paper which will prévent deal- 
ers from circulating it. 

Samples of the scrip in circulation were in- 
closed in Mr, Kratzer letter. They are on 
Terrill & Sons, dealers in general mer- 
chandize, C. A. & W. O. Stevens, and Par- 
nell & Sous. Their value as shown on the 
face of the peat | is each. Scrip issued by 
Terrill & Sons is about the size of a legal 
tender note.

Obsequies Are Conducted by the Gee 
Hong Tong” Lodge of Masons—A Feast

Jung Kin Kan, the Chinaman who was mur- 
dered in his laundry at No. 328 Clark street a 
weck ago, was buried yesterday by his coun- 
trymen with alt the honors of Chinese Free- 
masonry in Rosehill Cemietery. 

The ceremonies were conducted by the Gee 
Hong ‘ong Lodge of Chinese Masons, so 
South Clark street laundrymen said. In an- 
ticipation of the funeral services South Clark 
street along the Chinese quarter was filled 
early yesterday with a curious crowd, Final- 
ly carpenters appeared and erected a plat- 
form like a huge table in front of the tea 
store of Sam Moy. It was covered 
with white muslia, A waiter from 
the Chinese restaurant near by appeared 
and placed on the table several bowls of 
smoking viands, An ornamental Chinese tea 
urn with small cups and saucers was placed 
about them. A lamb roasted whole, with ears 
and tail adorned with red ribbons, was next 
laid on the table. A squad of policemen from 
the Harrison Street Station arrived at this 
point in the proceedings to guard the savory 
viands from the hungry peony crowds of that 
neighborhood, Two roasted whole, 
adorned with ribbons a dainty dressing, 
were next brought to the table. were 
reinforced by pyramids of oranges, tama- 
rinds, curious candies, and various dainties 
made by Chinese fingers, the names of which 
are untranslatable. 

er, were in a 
hearse to scene set 
down under 7 shadow of the table. 
Sticks of incense were lighted and moved 
over table and coffin, and a pair of chopsticks 
were laid on the coffin for the use of the dead. 
Three elderly Chinamen. with white gowns 
and stockings drawn over their trousers ap- 
proached the casket and made a low obei- 
sance. Then each took a bundle of rice pa- 
per, and after rubbing it between his hands 
threw the slips over the casket. The rice pa- 
per stood in the place of money, and the ac- 
tion symbolized that the dead man was sent 
to his long home toaded with wealth. 

While the white-robed Chinamen were dis- 
pensing their paper money a brass band 
played a dirge. Before they were through a 
Chines band, which had set its implements 
down on the sidewalk, broke in with a burst

WORLD’S SKATING BI RECORD BEATEN. 


Donoghue Makes 100 — in 7:11:38 1-5 


—His Wonderful Performance. | 

SramrorD, Conn., Jan. 26.—A skating contest 
for the 100-mile championship was begun here un- 
der excellent conditions this morning. Joe Dono- 
ghue of Newburg, N. V., was in good form and 
was a prime favorite from thestart. A. S. Frank- 
lin of Norway and John Ennis of Stamford 
were his opponents. The course was two 
laps to the mile.

ITS BOILER CAPACITY IS TOO SMALL. 


That Is Why the Edison Company’s Plant 
Gives Out Volumes of Smoke. 

In a morumg paper yesterday Samuel In- 
sull, President of the Chicago Edison com- 
pany. criticised the management of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Smoke for its com- 
ments in the newspapers upon the slow prog- 
ress which the Edison company is making in 
the equipment of its plant with smoke-pre- 
venting furnaces. — 

The officials of the Society for the Preven- 


tion of Smoke say that their position toward 


the Chicago Edison company has been mede 
necessary by the course which that company 
itself adopted. Negotiations were begun orig- 
inally on the supposition that the desired re- 
sults could be accompiished by means of 
correspondence and personal interviews. It 
was found after three months spent in 
efforts of this character that the 
smoke nuisance remained as bad as before, 
and with no prospect of improvement. ‘l‘here 
were, therefore, but two avenues through 
which the Edison company could be ap- 
proached, one being through the newspapers 
and the other through the courts. Both have 
been tried, with the resuit as given by Mr. In- 
sull in his statement that the boilers connect- 
ed with the west stack are now equipped with 
furnaces which, with proper handling and un- 
der reasonable conditions, should prevent the 
smoke. 

The secretary of the society said yester- 
day: The reason that the Edison company 
does not proceed faster with its equipment is 
that while it has increased its capacity the 
last year it has also largely increased its busi- 
ness and the number of lights. Until recently 
it was able to do its work with — boilers, 
there being nine in the station at time, and 
a tenth in process of erection, the ninth boiler 
being equipped with a furnace. Had it not 
increased its work so that it was obliged to 
press its ninth boiler into service it would 
now be able to equip two boilers at a time, 
and thus the work of smoke prevention would 
go forward much more rapidly. 

**Tne Edison company cannot run all the 
lights it has now agreed to furnish with eight 
boilers, but it can cut off some of its lights 
without shutting down the entire station,”’ 
said Secretary Phelps. All that the Society 
for the Prevention of Smoke wants the Edi- 
son company to do is to decrease its work 80 
that it can equip two boilers at a time, and we 
do not think this woujfd seriously interfere 
with the business of any of its customers.”’ 

The society is convinced that the matter of 
thorough smoke prevention by railroads is 
simply a question of proper equipment of lo- 
comotives. As soon as severe weather 
ceases strict compliance with the smoke ordi- 
nance will be insisted upon. Among the 
roads that have not abated smoke are the IIli- 
nois Central, the Chicago and Eastern IIli- 
nois, the Louisville and New Albany, the Chi- 
cago and Erie, and the Pennsylvania lines. 

At a recent meeting of the directors it was 
decided that a thorough abatement of smoke 
must be secured by ali railroads running into 
Chicago before the opening of the World’s 
Fair. Acircular letter defining the position 
that the society will occupy toward the rail- 
roads in the future is now under considera- 
tion, and will shortly be mailed to the proper 
officials.

DISCUSS IDEALISM AND REALISM. 


Members of the Sunset Club Consider the 
Schools of Fiction. 

The Rev. J. Vila Blake presided at the 
monthly meeting of the Sunset club last 
hight at the Grand Pacific Hotel, and Real- 
ism vs. Idealism in Literature and Art was 
the subject discussed.

Where is the line? Each novelist must draw it 
for himself. He who comes nearest to it without 
overstepping it is the leader in his calling; he 
who oversteps it is lost. Tolstoi is the giant 
among realities. -He is a Russian, therefore half 
a Tartar and a little of a Chinaman, and uncon- 
scious of perspectives, Alphonse Daudet seems to 
me the most perfect artist of realistic fiction, but 
his courage is unquestionable, Thomas Hardy in 
England may perhaps be named next, for he. too, 
is of the soil and keeps near it. Anthony Trollope 
was great in a narrow field. . 

As to posety in treating the sexual. relations, 
all English-speaking peoples are infinitely above 
every other nation on earth. Virtue, modesty 
and even delicacy are our birthright. Zola 
leave out because he seems to me to be a bold 
unscrupulous failure. His books are dull, though 
bad; poor, though unbridled. If I am right in 
my sketch of the steps in the advance ot litera- 
ture, then it must be admitted that its progress 
has been from romanticism towards realism 
through all the ages, when in other me tters we 
have been struggling from darkness to“, ard light, 
from slavery toward freedom, from privation 
toward comfort, from penury toward plenty; 
in short, from misery toward happiness,

It is likely that some one already 
on the benchin one of the Southern circuits 
will be promoted, Judges Goff of West Vir- 
ginia, Pardee of Louisiana, McCormick of 
Texas, and Spear of Georgia are among the 
possibilities, but the President himself has as 
yet given little attention to the claims of in- 
dividuals. Opinion is divided in the Senate 
whether the President’s appointment will be 
confirmed’ or not. If the President takes 
some one from the South who is already on 
the bench there will be absolutely no pretext 
for refusing confirmation except partisanship. 


GENERAL NEWS OF THE CAPITAL, 


Senate.Adopts a Bill for Establishment of 
: Rutes for Navigation of Canats. fe: 
Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 26.—[Special.}—The 

Senate today passed a bill introduced by Senator 

Frye for the establishment and enforcement of 

rules for the navigation of the United States 

canals. It will be of some importance whenever 

the Hennepin Canal is finished, It is of more im- 

mediate importance to the lake interests. It 

gives the Secretary of War authority to prescribe 
the necessary rules and regulations, provides that 
any willful violation shall be deemed a misde- 
meanor, and fixes the punishment at a fine not 
exceeding $500 or imprisonment not exceeding six 
months. Willfal obstruction of the canals or 
similar works, or their impairment, or any inter- 
ference with navigation, subjects the offender to 
liability to the person aggrieved in a civil action 
for damages in addition to the offense against the 
United States. 


Probable Contest Over Martin of Kansas. 


There is a diversity of opinion, not only among 
the Senators but among the members of the 
Committee on une and Elections, as to the 
exact standing of Mr. Martin of Kansas, who is 
credited with being the Senator-elect from that 
State to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Mr. Plumb and now temporarily filled by Mr. 
Perkins by appointment of the Governor. The 
appearance of Mr. Martin at the Senate chamber 
bearing the certificate of the Governor may be 
looked for any day and may precipitate a pro- 
longed and bitter election contest similar to 
those of some years ago. 


Postofiice Appropriation Bill, 


The House Committee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads has completed the postoftice appropriation 
bill for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1894. It 
carries an appropriation of 883.869, 357, an increase 
of $3,538,081 over the appropriation for the current 
fiscal year. The estimates submitted by the Post- 
master-General were $85,203.243, not including an 
item of $196.614 for special facilities for trunk 
lines which was inserted in the bill, for which no 
estimate was submitted. The Postmaster-Gener- 
al fixes the revenues from the postal service for 
the coming fiscal year at $35,121,365. 


Equal to Yellowstone Park. 


Senator epee bad an interview today with the 
Secretary of the Interior on the subject of the 
„Mount Rainier Forest Reserve in the State of 
Washington. The proclamation creating this 
reservation will probably be issued by the Presi- 
dent tomorrow. It is forty-two miles square, an 
area of 1,764 square miles, and will constitute a 
national park not inferior to the Yellowstone 
Park and in some respects more remarkable.

ASSUMES THE BLAME. 


PRESIDENT MOSHER OF THE T-INOOLN 
BANK OONFESSES TO WRONG, 


He Asks That He May Receive All the Pun- 
ishment—Appears Before the Grand 
Jury~An Indictment Against Him Ex- 
pected to Be Returned Today—Rumors 
of Mosher’s Insanity Groundless—Brok- 
ers Are Said to Have Offered 75 Cents 
for the Bank's Paper. 

Lixcoty, Neb., Jan. 26.—[Special.]—The 
rumor was afloat yesterday that C. W. Mosher, 
President of the defunct bank, had been in- 
dicted by the United States grand jury and 
sentenced to flve years in the penitentiary. It 
proved untrue, however, having its founda- 
tion in the fact that Mosher had been seen 
around the Federal court-room. It is gener- 
ally understond that he wus before the grand 
jury about an hour and urgently insisted that 
he was responsible for everything that was 
wrong in the conduct of the bank’s affairs, 
and that he was ready and willing to bear ail 
the blame therefor. He iusisted that the bank 
had not been making any money and that 
several dividends had been paid stockholders 
when there had been no profits to justify 
them. a og 

It was go rumored that Mosher had lost 
his mental balance over the troubie and was 
consequently bent on shouldering All the 
blame and receiving the pinishment. The 
latter partis undoubtedly true, but there is 
believed to be nothing in the insanity report. 
Mosher staid last night at the Hotel Lincoln, 
though but few were aware of his where- 
abouts. The clerks of the hotel all protested 
that ur he was in the house they did not know 


it. 

It is stated on what is believed to be reliable 
authority that the grand jury has agreed to 
bring in an indictment against Mosher, and 
that it will be drawn up by District-Attorney 
Baker tonight and presented to the court early 
tomorrow morning. Two more suits in at- 
tachment and garnishment were filed in the 
District Court today. The Dixon National 
Bank of Dixon, III., holds a note due in six 
months from Aug. 8, 1892, for $10,000, and the 
People’s National Bank of Rock Island, IIL, 
has two six months’ notes for $5,000 each ex- 
ecuted Oct. 10, 1892.

CHEAP FLOWERS FOR THE EAST, 


The Railroads Encourage a New Southern 
California Industry. 

Los Angeles Times, Jan. 23: The Southern 
Pacific, in connection with the Santa Fé and 
other connecting lines, has issued a new tariff, 
effective on the 28th inst., in compliance with 
the demands of anew but growing business. 
This is a tariff on cut flowers from California 
to Chicago and other common points. The 
rate will be $1.25 per hundred, fully released, 
the charges to be prepaid or guaranteed. This 
is the rate by regular freight train, but the 
flowers can go through on approximate pas- 
senger time at the rate of $2.25 per hundred. 
The charge for bringing back the empty spe- 
cial flower refrigerator cars will be $105 each 
from the Missouri River. The shipping of cut 
flowers from Southern California is destined 
to become a great industry. The flowers 
which grow so beautiful and luxuriant in this 
climate will, in proper seasons, find a ready 
market in Eastern cities, where roses in win- 
ter sell for from $3 to $18 a dozen. A carload 
of cut flowers would be a large consignment, 
but it would be none too great for Chicago 
buyers if they can be landed in that city in 
perfect condition. 


JUDGMENT AGAINST A CABLE ROAD, 


Five Dollars and Costs for Refusing to Re- 
fund a Nickel When the Cars Stopped.

Somewhat Annoyed at the Manner in 
Which. Leading Men of His Party Steer 
Clear of His Official Family Circle—It

Will All Be Announced Feb. 1—Croker’s 
Defiance to the Citizens of New York—

Nxw Yoarx, Jan. 26,—[Special. ]—Mr. Clevo- 
land is having more difficulty in selecting his 
Cabinet than he experienced in 1884. He was 
much surprised that Senator Carlisle should 
have hesitated so long about accepting the 
offer of the Treasury Department. He 
thought that the duties of the Secretary of the 
Treasury would be called upon to perform 
would be congenial to Mr. Carlisle, and, 
realizing that the annoyances of office. 
seakers and the confining drudgery of the 
department might be regarded by Mr. Car- 
lisle as objections, Mr. Cleveland told the 
Senator at the time the offer was made that

Croker’s Indifference,

that point which Tweed once gained in self- 
confidence, and which was illustrated by 
Tweed’s sententious utterance: ‘*What are 
you going to do about it?” Mr. Croker’s 
contemptuous reference to business men, 
which unquestionably caused the recent an- 
nouncement that Mr. Cleveland expected to 
call around him business men and none 
others, is an example of this indifference. His 
insult to the Chamber of Commerce was 
another. 
eo years ago Mr. Croker would not have 
dared to buy a house costing nearly $100,000 
in an aristocratic neighborhood, but with 
75,000 majority behind Tammany Hall he

IUDIDE OF POTASSIUM FOR LUMPY JAW 


Success of Experiments by Government In- 
spectors—Opposition from State Officers. 
Dr. D. E. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of 

Animal Industry, United States Department 

of Agriculture, is at the Grand Pacific, ac- 

companied by Dr. W. S. Devoe, one of the 
chief inspectors of the bureau, and Charles 

P. Salisbury of the bureau force at Washing- 

ton. The visit of these officials to Chicago 

is for the purpose of closing up the experi- 
ment which has been conducted here for the 
purpose of determining the efficacy of iodide 
of potassium as a cure for the disease known 
as actinomycosis, or “‘lumpy jaw, in cattle. 

About eighty-five cattle remain to be slaugh- 

tered, after which a report will be published 

by Secretary Rusk, showing the result of the 
experiment in detail. 

Concerning the experiment and the action 
of the Illinois State Board of Live Stock Com- 
missioners Dr. Salmon said: 

The board has antagonized the department 
from the first, ana has left nothing undone to 
disparage the experiment and place obstruc- 
tions in the way of our officiais in their efforts 
to carry it out. Govs. Fifer and Alsgeld have 
both, at the request of Secretary Rusk, inter- 
fered and directed the Commissioners to keep 
their hands off. Letters most discourteous 
and scurrilous in their character were written 
to Secretary Rusk and myself by the Chairman 
of the board because of our efforts in behalf 
of the stock-raisers who ship cattle to this 
great market. Our experiment has been suc- 
cessful and over 65 per cent of the animals 
have been cured. Gov. Altgeld has appointed 
a new State Veterinarian, and there are freas- 
ons for believing that the board will be reor- 
ganized as soon as the Governor can give the 
matter his attention. Secretary Rusk has 
directed that the new State Veterinarian be 
invited to be present at the slaughter, but de- 
clines to have any further dealings with the 
board. The Governor has ordered the removal 
of the last quarantine impused upon our ex- 
periment cattle by the board. We hope to 
have all of the animals killed ina few days 
and the result will be published’ in a special 
department bulletin.“ 

Cremated in a Running Train. 

A tale of horror comes from Russia. A train 
loaded with troops was speeding from Slatousk 
to Samara, when the forward car caught fire. 
The draft caused by the motion of the train was 
so great that ina few moments the whole train 
was in a blaze. The engineer did not 
notice the catastrophe and ran on for 
some time before he checked his engine.
